4 Convention Begun with Teo Heads and 
Tailed OF tn Fog! 


We do nat tenre yesterday: moveing, thatthe 
sun rose in any wise different from his usual 
wont.

The People’s Convention yes- 
terday. A gathering was to be held, at which

The hour passed on, and “the People” 
awoke to find that by some oversight, or too 
careful a sight, everybody had personally avoid- 
ed the responsibility of hiring the Halk :

It is well known that Light Guard Hall and

In our own city 
for instance, the whole convict labor of our City 
Bridewell is expended upon pounding stone for 
MecAdamizing purposes, an expensive, slow and 
unsatisfactory process, 

When a great invention, a simple application 
of What everybody knew before, comes to open 
up a new way to do the same old thing, every 
ove is astonished that no one thought of it be- 
fore, and as we stood yesterday beside the 
Mammoth Stone Breaker, we wondered why 
mankind had for centuries used coffee mills and 


sugar crushers, and never, before last year, 


brought the same principle to bear in an infin- 
itely more powerful machine, called by a Jabor- 
erat our elbow, “A coffee mill's big brother, 
sure.” 

We have before referred briefly to this noble 
triumph of the skill and genius of a Chicago 
mechanic, which, fostered by Chicago enterprise, 
has given to the world a boon “ long looked for 
come at last,” in a total and speedy relief from 
the centuries-old, back-breaking process of 
breaking stone. 

We rode over to the machine shop of Messrs. 
P. W. Gates & Co. yesterday afternoon, in com- 
pany with Wm. Colby, Esq., one of the original 
proprietors, and now of the Chicago Stone Coal 
Mining Company, owners ef the Ellithorpe & 
Scoville Patent Stone Breaker, patented in Nov. 
1858, but operated successfully at the quarry 
near the western limits of the city for some 
months under the application for a patent. 

The machine exhibited yesterday is veritably 
a mammoth, and, by the way, a most creditable 
specimen of Chicago workmanship. It is a 
massive machine of immense power, weighing 
twenty-four hundred tons. It is of the simplest 
construction, and may best be described as a 


- pair of heavy cylinders, two feet and a half in 


diameter, with serrated surfaces of chilled east- 
iron, revolving against each other, beneath a 
hopper that receives the stone as fast as three 
men, by hand, can conveniently throw them in. 
Yesterday, in the presence of numerous chance 
spectators, at the rate of supply indicated, the 
revolution of the cylinders, as easily as a boy 
munches an apple, crunched into minute pieces 
stones a foot square, reducing them to superior 
MecAdamizing material at the rate of one hundred 
cords per day, to the admiration agd wonder of 
the lookers-on. 

This machine is a score of fortunes to its for, 
tanate proprietors, and will work a revolution | 
in the matter of stone breaking for roads, the 
stone so reduced being from its sharp 
shape far better than the stone broken by a 
hammer which is apt to gain by repeated blows 
an approximation to a spherical shape, and does 
not bed as readily and firmly.

Accipexnt—One Man Drownen 
AND Maw axnp Woman BAgsLy Escare. 
—Coroner James was called about 11 o’clock on 
Monday night, to hold an inquest on the body of 
George Wright, who was drowned in Chicago 
River, at Kinzie street bridge, under the follow- 
ing circumstances: Wright keeps the Rockford 
House, 142 Michigan street, between Clark and 
La Salle..

Paul and Fond du Lac Railroad, to secure pas- 
sengers for his house. He engaged two persons, 
a lady and gentleman, the former named Mar- 
garet Hayes, and the latter Michael Rogers, from 
Madison, Wis. The three started for the house, 
Wright and Rogers walking in front, and the 
lady behind. They thus continued until they 
reached Kinzie street bridge. A vessel had just 
passed through, and the Bridge was still open, 
but not observing it, both men stepped from the 
abutment into the river. The lady discovered 
their fall just in time to save herself. The 
drowning men and the lady immediately shouted 
for help, and Joseph Mitchell soon came to the 
rescue.

Setting aside all questions of 
the right and expediency of the monopoly 
claimed by the governing power, in the trans- 
mission of mail matter, we think it can be 
established by economical reasons alone that 
the question of the propriety of abolishing the 
entire postal system as a part of governmen 
concern, may be properly and advantageously 


the monopoly, and who have favored the open- 
trade in mail matter, to 
undertake it, will be en- 
encouraged by the present dead-lock in gov- 
erament arrangements, to insist upon the trial 


It is common in political matters for the 
people, when denied reform, to ask abolition. 
In the matter under consideration, they have 
for: many years been urging their representa- 
tives to ‘insist upon the abrogation of the 
franking privilege, and the curtailment of the 
expenses of the Department by nullifying 
costly and unnecessary contracts ; but so little 
attention has been paid to their complaints and 
remonstrances, that the next movement will be 
of 9 more radical and sweeping character. 
They will be apt to demand that the Govern- 
ment shall give up the monopoly which it has 
usurped, and that the carrying of letters shall 
be placed on the same footing as the carrying of 
valuables by companiés and corporations or- 
ganized for that purpose. In any event, the 
fallure of the appropriations and the conse- 
quent difficulties by which the Department 
will be embarassed, will lead all classes to 
a more thorough inquiry into the expediency 
of dissolving the partnership now existing be- 
tween Uncle Sam and the carrying trade. 
Men have heretofore accepted government 
agency in the transmission of their correspon- 
device and newspapers, because they were 
born to the existing condition of things, and 
have never stopped to ask themselves if there 
was not @ better way.
